It is p ossible for 
such farmers to run the equip ­ 
ment for their neighbors and re­ 
ceive in exhange labor from that 
farmer, in addition to a custom 
charge to cover the machinery’s 
use. 
While there is a p ossibility of 
utilizing city or town workers dur­ 
ing critical work p eriods, such a 
p lan has many limitations because 
of the lack of exp erience and skill 
o n the p art of such workers. Of 
course, in certain tasks like p ick­ 
ing ap p les,

help can often be of great service.
